MORE AUTOS THIS YEAR 


Jly rilEDEHIC J. If.VSKIN. 


Washington. — There is an automobile of some 


sort for about every tenth person in the United 
States, which means one for every second fam- 
ily, so it Is a .safe assumption that what Is going 
to happen in the automobile Industry is of In- 
terest and importance to Americans. 
Of, scarce- 


ly less interest is tho ga.iollnc question, for an 
automobile without gasoline is about as useless 
as a dead horse. 


There have been two recant surveys covering 


those Industries which attempt to make predic- 
tions concerning the future; one has been made 
by the officers and members ot the Motor and 
Accessory 
"Manufacturers Association, and the 


second by the American Petroleum institute. 


The motor association sent out a questionnaire 


to its members and to other manufacturers to ob- 
tnln advance information on tho number oC au- 
tomobiles, Including cars and trucks, which It 
was believed would be demanded by the public 
in 1924. Tim reault Indicates that tills year ylll 
see 3.500,000 machines built and, presumably, 
sold to the American people. 
About 5 per cent 


of the manufacturers wern so optimistic as to 
forecast tlmt tlio number would reach 4, 000, 000 
and about 20 per cent were pessimistic chough 
to expect a demand for no more than 3,000,000 
cars and trucks, but the majority opinion was 
that 3,600,000 machines would be tho demand. 
The figures for the year 1DJ3 had not all been 
complied when the survey was made, but it was 
Indicated that the production for that year would 
bo In the neighborhood ot 
1 •1.000.000.

the record year in automobile production, the 
1922 production being but 2,659,004. More than 
a million cars have boon produced every year 
since 19IC.
